GI Cheeks 
Will Be Paid 
This Month 

All veterans in school under the 
G.I Bill of Rights last quarter will 
receive their checks at the end of 
this month, the University Veterans 
Affairs Office said Thursday. 

Some confusion had been caused 
by a memographed sheet handed 
even' veteran during the registra- 
tion process this week. Information 
on the sheets, said that checks would 
not be received for 60 days. This 
applies, the VA said, only to those 
students attending college under 
the bill for the first time. 

Most of the misundersanding was 
caused by the information sheet's 
use of the word "re-entering." Many 
veterans belived that inasmuch as 
they officially re-enter the Univer- 
sity each time, they register and 
pay fees, the term applied to them. 

Veterans will not be required to 
take additional hours of academic 
work in order to qualify for the in- 
crease subsistence pay. Robert W. 
Henderson, assistant director of 
personnel in charge of veterans 
affairs, said. 

The announcement from Wash- 
ington earlier this month of the 
"if" involved in the pay increase, 
which will become effective April 
1. confused many students, accord- 
ing to Henderson. 

Reportedly the Veterans' Admini- 
stration will grant increases to the 
veteran only if he is a "full time" 
student or carrying a "full load." 
Interpreting this requirement, the 
University veterans' administrator 
said "12 quarter hours will be con- 
sidered a 'full load' for the student 
veteran and. when the University 
adopts the semester system, a 'full 
time' student will be considered one 
who is taking 12 semester hours." 

Twelve credit hours is the mini- 
mum academic load a veteran may 
carry in order to qualify for the new 
subsistence rate of $75 for an un- 
married veteran without dependents, 
$105 for a married veteran or one 
with one dependent, and $120 for 
a veteran having more than one 
dependent. 

Congress has approved the in- 
creases for students under the GI 
Bill of Rights to become effective 
on April 1, but veterans will not 
receive larger checks until the next 
pay period following, Henderson 
added.
